We will take 
for example the office of County Super- 
intendent of Public Schools. '1 his costs 
the county some two thousand dollars a ; 
year, without one dollar of benefit. The 
County Anditor can as well keep the | 
account of school moneys for the Dis- 
tricts, and draw on the orders of the 
Trustees. The State Superintendent, if i 
such a nuisance should be maintained, 
could appoint a Board of Examiners for ! 
each county, and the total cost of the 
Board for a'year might be covered with 
fifty dollars.' This is all tho tine there is 
for a Superintendent, but they have an 
ornamental part to perform, to which I 
some may attach same importance, but 
•which wo think is a very dearly bought 
whistle at the price we pay. This is vis- 
iting the schools! All the rest of his du-1 
ties^an be performed by others without; 
extra cost, and we hardly think there is 
a man in this county who thinks the 
monkey show worth tifteen hundred or 
two thousand dollars a year to the chil- 
dren. Circus tickets would be cheaper. 
Who has ever seen any good come of 
these extravagant "visits?'' Let the 
parents of children and the Trustees 
and the friends and neighbors visit the 
schools, nnd it will do more good than 
any strangers' paid visits. In these two 
things there might be a saving made of 
between four and five thousand dollars 
B year—enough to pay either the Clerk 
or Sheriff. 


AVe don't start out as a professional 


reformer. 
We believe in paying a good 


big price for all necessary work, but we 
believe in having just as few officers as 
possible. There is but little use for a 
County Surveyor, and r» use at all for a 
Coroner and Public Administrator in 
anv county that tloes not contain a large 
city. 
Justices of the Peace do peiform 


the functions of the Coroner, and the j 
Court could appoint special administra- i 
tors in the few exceptional cases where 
there are no applicants, or when no one 
is of right entitled to administer. These 
matters are worthy the careful consider- 
ation of taxpayers. 


As we look upon tho habit of want- 


ing to divide up offices in order to make 
more places to be filled, as most perni- 
cious. As soon as the Sheriff's office, 
for eiample, is considered capable of 
being divided into Sheriff and Tax Col- 
lector, it is done, and n^ a rulo each 
officer gets about as much after the 
division as one got before. The Sheriff 
can get a clerk to attend to all the duties 
of Tax Collector, and much more, for 
twelv* to eighteen hundred dollars per 
annum, but no mar. capable of filling 
the place would take it, with the respon- 
sibility, for any such money. 
If an 


office begins to pay too much, cut down 
Ihe fee's, but do not, we say, make other 
offices as an economic measure. 
Have 


few officers, pay them well, and require 
of them a strict accountability.—Cof'.isa 
Sun.
